I anſwer, Brevity 1s defizn'd by the Author ; ſi 
for what is written is done in order (if happily Þ k 
it might be fo) to appeaſe the Fury of an inrag'd v 
Adverſary, believing the ſaid F. B. hath been { 
provoked, and do heartily wiſh both the provo- i 
kers and the provoked might be deeply humbied r5 
bcfore the Lord, and beg pardon for all their Sins de 
and Tranſgreſſions, and puriue that Chriſtian ,F. 
Pradite that Chriſt exhorted unto his Diſciples Cc 
to follow, who ſaid; By thrs ſhall all men know A 
$2r 3542 are my diſciples, if you love one another A Ca 
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If this Precept was but once grafred into every 
Heart, then Strife and Contention- would ſoon 
come to an end. 

Its alſo my Senſe and Judgment, that the many 
Books of Contention, writ by G.W. and others, 
hath done much hurs to the Chriſtian Religion, 
and would be glad, if ic ſhould pleaſe God to pur 
it into theHearts of theGovernours andRulers of 
the Nation to condemn the ſame, and order them 
all to be burnt. So | ſhall proceed to anſwer in 
ſhort ſeveral of F. Bs Objections and Charges, 
deſiring that he, as well as others, woul 1 deliit 
from Contention and purſue after Peace, and 
learn to love all men, ſeeing our Lord and Malter 
Jeſus of Naxzereth, his Love is untverſal to all, 
and hath enlightned all by his Light and Grace, 


and taſted Death for every Man, and given him- 


ſelf a Ranſom for all: O! who would but fol- 
low ſuch a Maſter, as hath ſhed his precious Blood 
for the Redemption of all ? So deſiring every 
true Believer in Chriſt Jeſus,and follower of him, 


, to bear his Image, and be made conformable un- 


to him in Love, Mercy, Goodneſs and Compal- 
ſion, herein would that great Commandment be 
kept and not broken; which is, To love God 
with all thy Might and Strength, &c. Then the 
{ſecond alſo would be, To love thy Neighbour as 
thy ſelf: Which might irc be the practice of eve- 
ry true Chriſtian 15 the real Deſire of him who 
defires the good and welfare of all mankind, &c, 

Seeing of old time, all-was not 1/rae! that was

Age, all are not true Chriſtian Quakers that are 
called Quakers ; therefore F, B, ought notto lay 
A 2 bs 
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his Objections andCharges on ſuch generalTerms; 
for if any, under the denomination of a Quaker, 
are ignorant and unſound in Matter of Faith and 
Doctrine (1 ſay) their Ignorance ought nor to 
be chargable on theBody orSociety of theChriſti- 
an People (who are in deriſion termed Quakers ) 
who ſincerely believe in our Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, both to his Humanity and his God- 
head, in all reſpects, even as the holy Scriptures 


do tcſtifie of him : Therefore, ſeeing F. B. grants - 


Contention to be an Offence the Scripture con- 
demns, he ought ro delift therefrom, and not 
continue reproaching a People by whole-fale who 
believe all things accordang to the Scriptures,and 
that they are of Divine Authority, and were 
given forth by the Inſpiration of the Almighty, 
and are profitable and of a general Service, ac- 
cording to the Teſtimony of the Apoſtle Paul to 
Timothy, in his ſecond Epiſtle, ch, 3. v. 16, 17. 
and it at any time he hath fonnd any particular 
Man or Men under the Name of a Quaker, that 
are unſound in the aforeſaid Matter of Faith, 
or are guilty cf Error of any kind, relating to 


the Chriſtiaa Religion, F. B. cught to pray to. 


God on their behalves,. That he would remove 
their lgncrance and give them a true underſtand- 
ing of the things that belong to their Peace, and 
not vilifhe the Society of a People, or any part 
thereof, upon the ſcore of the Ignorance and 
Folly of any pretended Member. And whereas 


F. B. continues to rake in the Aſhes of the dead, . 


who are*gone to give an account of their Deeds 


whether good or evil; and ſeeing they are not. | 


in viſibility to anſwer for themſelves, its hoped

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he (viz. F. B.) will deſiſt from it, not knowing 
how ſoon the great God of Heaven and Earth 
may ſummon him to appear before the Bar of his 
Juſtice, to give an account of his Deeds. 

Alſo note, 1 would not hereby be accounted 
one that would cover an Error in any that are 
dead, nor in any that are yet living, neither is 
any Evil or Error connived at or tolerated by a- 
ny true Chriſtian Quaker, who throngh the Pro- 
vidence of the Almighty are come to that reſult, 
and do ſincerely believe and own the ſame Jeſus 
of Nazareth, that was born of the Virgin Mary, 
ſuffered under Portis Pilate, whoſe precious Side 
was'pierced with a Spear, and by wicked hands 
crucified on the Tree of the Croſs, between 
two Thieves ; whoſe Blood was ſhed for the Re- 
miſſion of Sins, who was dead and buried, roſe 
again the third Day, and aſcended into Heaven, 
in the ſight of the Galileans; who is there as our 
Mediator and Interceſlor to God our Creator ; 
believing, he will forgive ns our ſins, for Chrilt's 
ſake, our only and alone Mediator between him 
and us poor- mortal Creatures, who are nothing 
without kim, neither can we do any thing with- 
out him that is acceptable or well-pleaſing in his 
ſight, but as he ſhall beget a living Faith in us 
both to will and to do, of his own good pleaſure : 
To himalone beall Honour andPraiſe given,both 
now and for evermore, Amer. 

Whereas F. Bugg objects againſt G. Whitcheaa, 
being a contentious continual Scribler, and guilty 
of giving baſe and ſcurrilous Language, as vile 
Apoſtates, unruly Beaſts, Wolves, Dogs, Devils 
incarnate, togetMer with many more of the like 
import, &c. | Anſwer,

Anſwer, G. Whitehead is guilty of the aforeſaid 
Charge, and he ought to repent of the fame; 
and its well hoped he will not juſtifie himſelf in 
it, nor any for him, but condemn his weakneſs 
in ſo doing. 

Objettion 2. Its alledged, G.W. indeavoured to 
cover and cloak groſs Errors in divers. Perſons 
that are dead (and gone) as allo in ſome that are 
yet living, C&c. 

Anſwer, G. W. is ſuppoſed to be guilty in part 
of the aforeſaid Charge, and irs hoped he may 
ſee his Weakneſs 1n ſo doing ; for the Chriſtian 
Quaker in general teſtifieth againſt all Error, not 
only in themſelves, bur in all others in whomſo- 
ever It appears, believing there 15 no more Aﬀi- 
nity between Truth and Error, than there 1s be- 
tween Light an4 Darkneſs (ws ach are manifeſt 
to be too oppolite Beings). 

Objection 3. Whereas F, Bugg accuſes G. W. of 
endeavouring to cover ſeveral Errors in Thomas 
Fitzwater, Robert Young and Thima Lloyd in Pen- 
filvania , "whoſe unſound Expreſſions are (as in- 
ſerted in his New Rome Arraigned, &c.) pag. 37- 
(quoted by. F. B.) God that died in us, and laid 
aown rhy Life in us, and took it up again, &c. And 
that when Chriſt aſcended, he was ſeparated from his 
Body : That Faith in Chriſt without us, as he died for 
our Sins and roſe again, Was not neceſſa; 'y £0 0:47 Sal- 
vation. 

Anſwer, The ſaid T. Fitzwater, R. Young and 
T. Lloyd, are guilty of high Blaſphemy for their 
{ſo ſaying, and are greatly to be blamed for rheir 
ſaid unſound Expreſſions, and all true Chriſtian 
Quakers do condemn them for the ſame; and do 
further

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further declare, That if G. W. or any others do 
wink or connive at the aforeſaid blaſphemous 
Expreſſions, he or they are judged to be equally 
guilty with them : But irs hoped, or at leaſt-wiſe 
delired, that G, W. and others will give out a 
Chriſtian Teſtimony againſt them for it and 0- 
thers, for their ſpeaking Irreverently of the Per- 
fon of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ; as, 


' alio, againſt their Perſecution of G. Keith, T. Budd 


and others. Its here teſtified againſt, by and on 
the behalf of all the true Chriſtian Believers, who 
are in ſcorn called Quakers, notwithſtanding the 
Ignorance of any pretended Member, whoſe Fol- 
ly ought not to be laid on the Body of the People, 
whether he be a pretended Preacher or Hearer. 

F. Bugg's three Charges againſt the Quakers 
Cited, and anſwered. 

© Charge the FiriF (lays F. B.) the Quakers 
* denies him who was born of the Virgin Mary, 
© who ſuffered Death upon the Croſs at Jeruſalem, 
© who roſe again the third Day, and aſcended in- 
© to Heaven in the ſight of the Galileans, to be 
© Chriſt the Saviour of the World. 

Anſwer, The aforeſaid Charge is falſe (as to 
his laying it on the general) perhaps it may be 
undeniably true upon ſome that are either dead 
or alive (for ought I know) but 1 am ſure he is 
much to be blamed for laying his Charge ſo ge- 
neral ; bur the ſaid Citation is owned, profeſſed 
and believed by all ſincere Chriſtian Quakers, 


, therefore his Charge muſt needs be falſe, Not- * 


withſtanding, if any pretended Member that may 
be dead or yet is in being, did ever deny Jeſus 
of Nazareth to be the Saviour of the World, he 
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is diſowned for the ſame, and deemed no le 
than guilty of Blaſphemy in the ſuperlative de- 
gree. For the true Chriſtian Quaker expects Sal- 
vation by no other, but by and through Faith in 
the heavenly Man Chriſt Jeſus ; therefore F. B.”s 
aforeſaid Charge is falſe and groundleſs. 

< F. B's ſecond Charge, They deny (ſays F. B, 
meaning the Quakers) * the Scriptures, by ſpeak- 
* ing contemptuouſly of them, &c. 

Anſwer, The whole Charge 1s falſe: The true 
Chriſtian Quaker owns the Scriptures, and pre- 
fers them above all Books, Papers or Epiſtles ex- 
tant in the whole World; and if any ignorant 
Man or Men hath, at any time, ſpoken contem- 
ptuouſly of them, he is greatly to bs blamed, and 
the Chriſtian Quaker denies Fellowſhip with all 
them that have in any meaſure ſo done. 

©F. B's third Charge, That their Teachers are 
Deceivers of the People, Favorers of Blaſphemy, 
and of a different Faith from the Apoſtles, Pri- 
© mitive Chriſtians and bleſſed Martyrs, and Ex- 
*cuſers of Idolarry, and thar theirs Dodtrin tends 
© to overthrow the Chriſtian Faith. * p 

Anſwer, The Matter of the aforeſaid Charge 
is a Lie upon them, viz. all true Chriſtian Qua- 
kers, whom God has piven the Gifr of the Mini- 
itry, their Work hath been and now is, to nnde- 
cerve thePeople,and condem1dolarry and the Wor- 
ſhippers thereof, to exhort rhein to tire trueFaith, 
that's agreeable to the Faith of the Apoſtles, Pri- 


* mitive Chriſtians and bleſſed M:rtyrs, 2ccording 


as is teſtified in Scripture. If any pretended 
Member that hath run before his Guide , or run 


aid the Lord never ſent them, hath ar any time 
aſlerted

the ſame, therefore the Error of any nnſound or

TKe fourth Charge, Whereas F. B. accvſci!' Jo- 
\ſiah Coal and John Audlard of giving Diviye At- 
tributes and Blaſphemous Titles to G. Fox, un- 
condemned, and ſtil juſtified or excuſed ; which 
jaid Titles F. B, hath largly cited, diver: $ times, 
in divers of his printed Books, for which reaſon 
the Citations are not here inſerted, being to 
well known to the World already. 

Arſwer, T ne ſaid Joſiah Coal and John Andland 
were guilty of Blaſphemy in ſo doing, and it was 
a wonderful great Error in them, and a greater 
in G. Fox, for not reproving them (af he did not) 
Its furrher granted, That if any ſhould Jultific 
the ſaid F. Coal and F. Audlard in their giving of 
it, or G. F. 1n the not reproving it, they are 
all deemed equally guilty of Blaſphemy, in a high 
degree, both the Givers, the Receiver and the 
Juſtifier, for attributing that to a Motral Cor- 
rupt Man which was due to none but to our ſu- 
preme Lord and Maſter, Chriſt Jeſus, the Savi- 
our of the World.

Anſwer, It G. Fex did hold the Doctrine of 
the pre-exiſtence of human Souls when he wriz 
the aforeſaid Citation, he 1s not io much to be 
blamed as he is if he ſpoke in reference to his Bo- 
dy (z. e. the Perſon of G. F,) however, we will 
Paſs by the foregoing Paſlage, and proceed to as 
muck brevity as may be.

Asſwer, The foregoing Citation was an undemavle Error 
ia If, Penington. which procceded from a d-f-& of his Un- 
derftanding ; and its not at ail dou>t-4, bur thar if that wor- 
thy Yan (I. 7.) were in being, he woul readily recraet the 
ſlip of his Pen, not only in that Matter, but in aty other 
of the like Import; therefore, wherein auy Man [ces 2 
weakneſs in anothcrs Speaking, or a flipot his Fen, Ict 
him take heed of falling into the like Evil. 

Its farther obſerved, F. B. fcenis to condemn the Quakers

tre purpoſe,that he ſhould charge the Ignorance of fume par- 
ticuiar Me, upon ſuch a Foly of Veople, both in Zn27.nd, 
Scotland, Ireland and America? Its not to be queſtioned hbyt 
m3ny hundreds in thoſe Parts of the World, hada gogd rce 
ſpcct for G. F.ſoit cannot be well conjectured that ſuch a num- 
ber as'they mu#t be,thould be guilty of th- ator- ſaid Charge 5 
and, I hope, none will be ſo raſhas to j10ge, that they reſps- 
cted G. F. {or any WeakieſFthat he might be guiity of (no,

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to be doubted, but the wiſe and underſtanding Men among

' If to be ſuch ; ) therefore, its incoaliftent with ſound Reaſon 
to think that this Body of People, which are contained ja 
that Province, ſhould be concerned in the Perſecution of one 
poor Man (7. e.

Its confetled, he might hare laid his Charge, and prove it- 
Plain enough upon Sam, Fennings, Cook and Lloyd, and others, 
who are manifeſt to be but a Party or Faction of pretended 
Quakers, for they can be no otherwiſe; it being inconliftent 
with the Quakers Principle to be a Perſecntor ; as 1s mani- 
feſt to rhe World by our Friends of the yearly Meeting at 
Burlington, who have condemned 25 falſe Judges tor their er-

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70 not nor cannot ſee clearly into all thoſe things, by reaſon 
of the weakneſs of their Capacities ; yet we agree ſo far in 
the main, that we dare not deny them (viz. the 16 Articles) 
«ſpecially tke more Judicious among us 5 therefore, its well 
hoped, that if any one Man or Men ſhould be found to deny 
any of the ſaid Articles, through their Ignorance and Blind- 
neſs, that none will'go about to charge their Bliudneſs upon 
the Chriftian Quaker. 

Secondly,As to the Perſecution of our Friend G. X.Þy thoſe 
few pretcnded Quakers in America,they are hereby condemned 
for their unchriftian Practice ; and we deny Fellowſhip with 
them for their ſo doing,until theyrepent thereof and publickly 
condemn the fame under their own Hands in writing,according 
to the requeſt and: judgment of ourFriends andBrethren of the 
Yearly Meeting at Burlington in Wefi-Far ſy, and we do declare 
we have living Unity and Fellowſhip with them in their ſaid 
Judgment, 2nd do hereby declare a Diſunion with the Judg- 
ment of that Party or Faction of the Yearly Mcetirg at Lon- 
don, and accorging to the 10 Queries ſigned by &. Haway, 
they are in like manner declared to be partial in their Judg- 
ment, their Judgment being wrong in Matter cf Fett in di- 
vers Reſpets, and contradifory to the Judgment of our 
Friends in America, for which cauſe the Chriſtian Quaker 
denies their London Judgment, and have no more Unity with . 
it, than we have of the Perſecution of G. X. and others, 
which in Plain Terms 1s none at all ; neither with the con- 
tention of F, B. and G, I. $o defiring to Cebift at preſent, 
being in ſome meaſure eaſed of the conſcientious Concern 
that was upon me, to write this ſmall thing in Vindicatien cf 
the deſpiſcd Lelievers of Jeſus of Nazareth, called Quakers, 
I recommerd every one to the G1ace of Gui in their own 
Hearts, which is able to keep and preſerve them from the 
Strife of the Tongue and Pen.
